On two s u b j e c t s only docs the con- 


s t i t u t i o n 
recognize in Congress the | 


power to grant exclusive privileges or 
monopolies. 
It declares t h a t "Con- 


gress shall h a v e p-nver to promote the 
progress of science and useful arts, by 
securing, for limited times, to a u t h o r s 
and inventors, the exclusive ri.trht to 
their respective w r i t i n g s and discove- 
ries." 
Out of this express delegation 


of power, have grown our laws of pa- 
tents and copy rights. 
As the consti- 


tution expressly delegates lo Congress 
the power to grant exclusive privileges 
i'i these cases as the means of execu- 
ting the substantive power "to promote 
the progress of science and u s e f u l arts,'' 
il is consistent with the fair rules of 
construction to conclude lhat such a 
power was not intended lo be granted 
as a means of accomplishing any oth- 
er end. 
On every other subject which 


comes within the scope of Congression 
al power, there is an ever living discre- 
tion in the use of proper means which 
cannot be restricted or abolished with- 
out an a m e n d m e n t of the constitution. 
Every act of Congress, therefore, which 
attempts, by grants of monopolies, or 
sale of exclusive privileges for a limii- 
ecl lime, or a time w i t h o u t limit, to res- 
trict or extinguish its own discretion 
in the choice of means to execute its del- 
egated powers, is equivalent to a legis- 
lative amendment of the constitution, 
and palpably unconstitutional. 


This act authoiizes and encou.rages 


transfers of its stock to foreigners, and 
grants them an exemption from all state 
and national taxation. 
So far from be- 


ing "iiecessary rind proper'' that the bank 
should possess this power, to make it 
a safe and efficient agent ol the Gov- 
ernment in its fiscal operations, it is cal- 
culated to convert the Bank of the U. 
States into a foreign bank, to impover- 
ish our people in time of peace, to dis- 
seminate a foreign influence through 
every section of the republic—and in 
war to endanger our independence. 


The several Stales reserved the pow- 


er at the formation of ihe constitution. 
to regulate and control titles and trans- 
fers of real property; and most, if not 
all of them, have laws disqualifying a- 
liens from acquiring- or holding lands 
within their limits. 
But this act, in 


disregard of the undoubted right of the 
States lo prescribe such qualifications, 
gives to aliens, stockholders in this 
bank, an interest and title, as members 
of the corporation, to al! the real prop- 
erty it may acquire within any of the 
States of this Union. 
This privilege 


granted to aliens is not "necessary*' to 
enable the Bank to perform its public 
duties, nor in any sense 'proper,3 because 
it is vitally sutnersive of the rights of 
the Slates. 


The Government of the U. Stales 


have no constitutional power to pur- 
chase lands within the Stales, except 
"for the erection of forts, magazines, 
arsenals, dock yards, and other needful 
buildings,'5 and even for these objects 
only "by the consent of the legislature 
of the Slate where the same .shall be.3' 
33y making themselves stockholders in 
the Bank, and granting io the corpora- 
tion the power to purchase lands for 
other purposes, they assume a power 
not granted in the constitution, and 
grant to others what they do not them- 
selves possess. 
It is not necessary to 


the receiving, safe keeping, or trans- 
mission of the funds of the Govern- 
ment, that the Bank should possess 
this power, and it is not proper that 
Congress should thus enlarge the pow- 
ers delegated to them in the constitu- 
tion. 


The old Bank of the United States 1 


possessed a capital of only eleven m\\-. 
lions of dollars, which was found fully . 
sufficient to enable it, with despatch ' 
and safely, to perform all the functions ' 
required ofii by the (Joves'nmcnt— j 
The capital of tlie present Bank i*. thir- 
ty-five millions of dollars—at least j

The power which this 


act gi"es to pstabliih two branches in 
any Slate, w i t h o u t the i n j u n c t i o n or re- 
quest of the government, and for other 
t h a n public purposes, is not ^necessnry" 
to the due execution of the powers dele- 
gated to Congress. 


The bonus which is exacted from 


the Hank, is a confession, upon the lace 
of the act, that the powers granted by 
it are greater t h a n are inccKs.wri/: lo its 
c h a r a c t e r as a fiscal agent. 
The gov- 


ernment does not tax its officers and a- 
gents for ihc privileges of serving it.— 
The bonus of a million and a h a l f , re- 
quired by the original charter, and t h a t 
of three millions proposed by this act. 
are not exacted for the privilege of giv- 
ing "the necessary facilities for trans- 
ferring the public f u n d s from place to 
place, within the United Slates, or the 
territories thereof, and for distributing 
the same in payment of the public cred- 
itors, w i t h o u t c h a r g i n g commission or 
claiming allowance on account of the 
difference of exchange," as required by 
the. act of incorporation, but fur some- 
thing more beneficial to the Stockhold- 
ers. 
The original act declares, that il 


(the bonus) is granted "in consideration 
of the exclusive privileges and benefits 
conferred by this act upon the said 
Bank ;" and the act before me declares 
it to be "in consideration of the exclu- 
sive benefits and privileges continued 
by this act to the said corporation, for 
fifteen years as aforesaid.'' 
It is, there 


f'ire, for "exclusive privileges and ben- 
efits," conferred for their own use and 
emolument, and not for the advantage 
of the government, that a bonus is ex- 
acted. 
These 
surplus powers, 
for 


which the Bunk is required to pay, 
cannot surely be "necessary' to make it 
the fiscal agent of the Treasury. 
If 


they were, the exaction of a bonus for 
them would not be "proper." 


It is maintained by some that the 


Bank is a means of executing the con- 
stitutional power '-to coin money asul 
regulate the value thereof/' 
Congress 


have established a mint to coin money, 
arid passed laws to regulate the value 
thereof. 
The 
money so coined, with 


its value so regulated, and such foreign 
coins as Congress may adopt, are the 
only currency known to the Constitu- 
tion. 
But if they have other power to 


regulate the currency, it was conferred 
to be exercised by themselves and not 
to be transferred to a corporation. 
If 


the Bank be established for that pur- 
pose, with a charter unalterable, with- 
out its consent, Congress have parted 
with their power for a term of years, 
during which the Constitution is a dead 
letter. 
It is neither necessary nor pro- 


per to transfer ils Legislative power 
to such a Bank, and therefore unconsti- 
tutional. 
• 


By ils silence, considered in connex- 


ion with the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of McCulloch against 
the State of Maryland, this act takes 
from the States the power to tax a por- 
tion of the Banking business carried on 
within their limits, in subversion of one 
of the strongest barriers which secu- 
red them against federal 
encroach- 


ments. 
Banking, like farming, manu- 


facturing, or any other occupation or 
profession, is a business, ihe right to fol- 
low which is not originally derived 
from the laws. 
Every citizen and eve- 


ry company of ciiizens in all our Stales 
possessed the right until the Stale Leg- 
islatures deemed it good policy to pro- 
hibit private banking by law. 
If the 


prohibitory State laws were now re 
pealed, every citizen would again pos- 
sess the rigli:. 
The S:aH' Banks arc 


a qualified restoration of thu right 
which has been taken away by tl)e laws 
against Banking, guarded by such pro- 
visions and limitations as, in the opin- 
ion of ihe Slate Legislatures, the pub- 
lic interest requires. These corpora- 
tions, sinless there be an cxe»»j>tion in 
their charter, arc like private bunkers 
and baukisig companies, subject 
to 


Stale taxation. The manner i:i which 
these taxrs shall be laid, depeiid-s wljol- 
Iv on legislative di->C3 vtioJi.

concerns or not, even if it be carried on 
by the government of ihe United Stales 
itself, separately or in partnership, falls 
w i t h i n the scope of the taxing power 
of the State. 
Nothing comes more 


f u l l y within it than Banks and the bu- 
siness of banking, by whomsoever in- 
slituled and carried on. 
Over this 


whole subject matter, it is just as ab- 
solute, u n l i m i t e d and uncontrollable as 
if the Constitution had never been a- 
dopted, because in the formation of t h a t 
instrument, it was reserved 
w i t h o u t 


qualification. 


The principle is conceded, that the 


states cannot r i g h t f u l l y lax the opera- 
lionsof the general government. 
They 


cannot lax the money of the govern- 
ment deposited in the state banks, nor 
the agency of those banks in remitting 
it ; but w i l l any man maintain that their 
mere selection to perform this public 
service for the general government, 
would exempt the state hanks and their 
ordinary business from stale taxalion ? 
Hud ihe United States, instead of es 
tabiiihing- a bank at Philadelphia, em- 
ployed a private banker to keep and 
t r a n s m i t iheir funds, would it have de- 
prived Pennsylvania of the right to tax 
his bank and his usual banking opera- 
tions ? 
It will not be pretended. 
Up- 


on what principle, then, are the bank- 
ing establishments of the bank of the 
U. States, and their usual banking ope- 
rations, to be exempted from taxation ? 
It is not their public agency, or ihe clc- 
posiies of the government, which the 
states claim a right to tax, b u t their 
banks and their banking powers, insti- 
tuted and exercised within stale juris- 
diction for their private emolument— 
Ihose powers and privileges for which 
they pay a bonus, and which the states 
tax in their own banks. 
The exercise 


of these powers within a state, no mat- 
ter by whom, or u n d e r what authority, 
whether by private citizens in their ori- 
ginal right, by corporate bodies created 
by the stales, by foreigners or Ihe a- 
gents of foreign governments located 
within their limits, form a legitimate 
object of state taxation. 
From this, 


and like sources, from the 
persons, 


property, and business, that are found 
residing, located, or curried on, under 
their jurisdiction, must the states, since 
the surrender of their right to raise a re- 
venue from imports and exports, draw 
al! the money necessary for the support 
of their governments and the m a i n t e n - 
ance o-f their independence. There is 
no more appropriate subject of taxa- 
tion than banks, banking and bank 
stocks, and none to which the states 
ought more pertinaciously to cling. 


It cannot be necessary to the charac- 


ter of the bank as a fiscal agent of the 
government, thai ils private business 
should be exempted from that taxation 
to which all the state banks are liable; 
nor can I conceive it "proper" that the 
substantive and most essential powers 
reserved by the states shall be thus at- 
tacked and annihilated as a means of 
executing the powers delegated to the 
genera! government. 
It may be safely 


assumed, lhal none of those sages who 
had an agency in forming or adopting 
our consliiulion.ever imagined that any 
porlion of the taxing power of ihe 
slates, nol prohibited to them nor dele- 
gated lo Congress, was to be swept a- 
wayand annihilated as a means of exe- 
cuting certain powers 
delegated lo 


Congress. 


If our power over means is so abso- 


lute that the supreme court will not call 
in question the constitutionality of an 
act of congress, the subject of which is 
"not prohibited, and is really calcula- 
ted to effect any of the objects entrust- 
ed lo the government/"' although, as i;i 
ihe case before me. it takes away pow- 
ers exprcsslv granted to congress, and 
rights scrupulously reserved to the 
states, it becomes us to proceed in our

congress, elected in ihe midst of such 
discussion, and furnishing an equal rep- 
resentation of the people, according lo 
the lust census, will bear to ihe capital 
the verdict of public opinion, and 1 
d o u b t not bring this important question, 
to a satisfactory result. 


Under such circumstances, the bank 


comes forward and asks a renewal of 
ils charier for a term of fifteen years, 
upon condilions which nol only operate 
•as a gratuity to the, stockholders of ma- 
ny millions of dollars, but will sanction 
any abuses, and legalize any encroach- 
ments. 


Suspicionsarecntertained and charg- 


es are made of gross abuse and viola- 
tion of its charter. 
An investigation 


u n w i l l i n g l y conceded, and so restricted 
in lime as necessarily to make it incom- 
plete and unsatisfactory, discloses e- 
nough to excite suspicion and alarm. 


In the practices of the principal hank 


partially unveiled, in the absence of im- 
portant witnesses, and in numerous 
charges, confidently made, and as yet 
w h o l l y uninvestigated,there was enough 
to induce a m a j o r i t y of the committee 
of investigation, a committee which 
was selected from the most able and 
honorable members of the House of Re- 
presentatives, to recommend a suspen- 
sion of further action u p o n the bill, and 
a prosecution of the enquiry. 
As Ihe 


charter had yet four years lo run, and 
as a renewal now was nol necessary lo the 
successful prosecution of its business, 
it was to have been expected that the 
Bank itself, conscious of its purity and 
proud of 
its character, would • have 


w i t h d r a w n its appllication for the pres- 
ent, and demanded the severest scruti- 
ny into ail its transactions. 
In their 


declining to do so, there seems to be an 
additional reason why the^ functiona- 
ries of the government should proceed 
with less haste and more caution in the 
renewal of their monopoly. 


The Bank is professedly established 


as an agent of the executive branches 
of ihe government, and its constitution- 
altiy is maintained on lhat ground.— 
Neither upon the propriety of present 
action, nor upon the provisions of this 
act, was the executive consulted. It has 
had no o p p o r t u n i t y to say thai it neith- 
er needs nor wants an agcnl clothed 
with such powers, and favored by such 
exemptions. 
There is nothing in its 


legitimate functions which makes it ne- 
cessary or proper. 
"Whatever interest 


or influence, whether public or private, 
has given birth to this act, it cannot be 
found either in the wishes or necessi- 
ties of the executive department, by 
which present action is deemed prema- 
ture, and the powers conferred upon its 
agent not only unnecessary, but danger- 
ous to the government and country. 


It is to be regretted that ihe rich and 


powerful too often benc! the acts of gov- 
ernment to their 
selfish purposes.— 


Distinctions in society will always exist 
under every just government. 
Equali- 


ty of talents, of education, or of wealth, 
cannot be produced by human institu- 
tions. 
In ihe 
full enjoyment of the 


gifts of Heaven, and the fruits of supe- 
rior industry, economy and virtue, eve- 
ry man is equally entitled to protection 
by law. 
But when the laws undertake 


lo add lo these natural and just advan- 
tages, artificial distinctions, lo grant ti- 
tles, graiuities and exclusive privileges, 
to make ihe rich richer, and the potent 
more powerful, the humble members 
of society, the farmers, mechanics, and 
laborers, who have neither the time nor 
the means of securing like favors tn 
themselves, have a right io complain of 
tbe i.'jj'jslice of the government.

ernment. 
Its evils exist only in its ab»-

protection and equal benefits; but have 
besought us to make them richer by 
act of Congress. 
By attempting to 


gratify their desires, we have in the re- 
sults of our legislation, arrayed section 
against section, interest against inter- 
esl, and man against man, in a fearful 
commotion, which threatens to shake 
the foundations of our Union. 
It is 


time to pause in our career, lo rcvievr 
our principles, and, if possible, revive 
thai devoted patriotism and spirit of 
compromise, which distinguished the 
sages of our revolution, and the fathers 
of our Union. 
If we cannot, at once, 


in justice to our interests vested under 
improvident legislation, make our gov- 
ernment what it ought to be, we can at 
least take a stand against all new grants 
of monopolies, and exclusive privileges 
against any prostitution of our govern- 
ment to the advancement of ihe few, 
al the expense of the many, and in fa- 
vor of compromise and gradual reform 
in our code of laws aiul systems of po- 
litical economy. 


I have now done my d u t y to my 


country. 
If sustained by my fellow cit- 


izens. I shall be grateful and happy ; if 
not, I shall find in the motives which 
impel me, ample grounds for content- 
ment and peace. 
In the 
difficulties 


which surround us, and the dangers 
which threaten our institutions, there 
is cause for neither dismay nor alarm. 
For relief and deliverance, let us firmly 
rely on that kind Providence, which, I 
am sure, watches with peculiar care o- 
ver the destinies of our republic, and on 
t'he intelligence and wisdom of our 
countrymen. 
Through His abundant 


goodness and their patriotic devotion, 
our liberty and union will be preserved.
